has been approved b'y the secretary 
of the navy, in no way changes the 
situation at the local yard within the 
state of Maine.

According to a. comment on the ar- 


ticle by Judge Justin H. Shaw of the 
Kittery court to a Herald .reporter this 
morning, the state of Maine nor the 
town of Kittery, nor the county o£ 
York so far as the local court were 
concerned, in 'criminal cases, would 
not attempt to exercise police duties 
at the navy yard, or conduct an in- 
vestigation of any kind within the 
yard, except with the approval and co- 
operation of the proper officials of the 
yard. 


It was explained to the reporter that 


under the act of the legislature of 
Maine ceding the "navy yard territory 
to the United States for naval uses, 
the state of Maine specifically re- 
served the right in such legislative 
act to have all civil and criminal pro- 
cesses of the state executed within the 
yard and its building precisely 
as 


though the territory had never been 
ceded. 


And it was provided also that should 


the land so ceded ever be abandoned 
by the United States for navy yard 
purposes that such land should revert 
to the state of Maine. 


Under such reservation by the state, 


the state officers may properly go on 
the yard with processes issued by the 
state courts and make arrests, either 
civilly or criminally, and the. opinion 
of the judge advocate-general 
does 


in turning the 
state for trial.
